Thoroughfare traffic between At- 
lanta and Camp Gordon was practically 
tied up Friday by reason of the mis- 
erable road conditions north of Brook- 
haven. 

In dry weather the DeKalb end 
the Peachtree road, leading into 
cantonment, is bad-——almost impassably 
rough and dangerous to vehicles of the 
lighter build. 

In wet weather the conditions 
intolerable. For several days that sec- 
tion of the road in front of Oglethorpe 
university has been a chain of bogs, 
euts and slews, and earlier in the week 
The Constitution printed from photo- 
graphs an actual scene in the traffic of 
midday in eight cats, of vari- 
ous sizes and styles, were each strug- 
gling to extricate itself from the mire 
and muck thzt only one nights rain 
had produced. 

Cenditions Intolerable. 

The conditions Friday, following 24 
hours of almost continuous precipita- 
tion, may be described condi- 
tions that beggar description. 

Thursday several minor accidents oc- 
curred on this stretch of road and 
many cars were pulled from the bog by 
the ever-willing trucks of the army 
quartermaster. Thursday evening of- 
ficers at Camp Gordon who had impor- 
tant engagements in Atlanta were 
afraid to brave the possibilities of not 
being able to get back to camp. One 
captain, whose young brother in At- 
-kanta was celebrating a birthday, felt 
the seriousness of the situation so keen- 
way that he would not venture into At- 
Janta even to attend an occasion of 
such personal interest, for fear that the 
road would be impassable for his re- 
turn to his company at the hour of 
duty. 

And well that he did, for Atianta woke 
up Friday morning tv find itself prac- 
tically barred from Gordon, except by 
the infrequent railroad schedules. 

The Government Steps In. 

As the busy in-and-out traffic of the 
forenoon became congested for blocks 
at the impassable point of the road, 
the government authorities at the 
camp, realizing the absolute fu- 
tility of awaiting action from 
other sources, began the temporary re- 
pair of the road by army labor and 

, , 5 , ° ]- 
mules and army road machinery. So 
diers were stationed at different points 
to point out possible detours, and for 
the heavier machines the road was 
made passable later in the day, but 
not without great trouble and almost 
alarming possibilities of accidents. As 
it was, numbers of cars had to be pulled 
out by cables, and many cars with 
broken springs, or disabled engines 
were left by the roadside to the mercy 
of the elements. 

Eatire Program Delayed. 

The entire program of building and 
provisioning of Camp Gordon is hope- 
lessly delayed. Workmen have been 
forced to stop on account of the lack 
of needed materials, which have not 
been on hand because it is impossible 
to truck them over the bad roads be- 
tween Atlanta and the camp. 

Major J. N. Pease, constructing 
quartermaster in charge of building 
the cantonment, said Friday that the 
situation was unbearable, and that 
something must be done, and done 
quickly. He has a number of sugges- 
tions under advisement, but no steps 
taken by the government have been 
announced to date. He visited Mayor 
Candler regarding the matter during 
the afternoon. 

All the officers at 
impressed with the lack 
foresight and judgment on the part 
of someone—just who, they are not 
ready to say—in allowing such a con- 
dition to come to pass without immedi- 
ate and drastic corrective steps. Bad 
has been made worse by procrastina- 
tion. 

Not only on the Peachtree route,to 
Camp Gordon are trucks and automo- 
biles hopelessly mired in mud, but also 
on the Candlerwroad to the east of 
Peachtree road. This route, as long as 
dry weather held, was considered the 
best way into and out of the camp, 
but it is a dirt road, and presents ex- 
ceptional opportunities for rain dam- 


age.

AND NEGRO KILLED 


Desperate Pistol Due 1 


Waged Friday Afternoon 
Between Colored Wagon 
Driver and Two Policemen. 


In a wholesale fusillade of pistol 
shots in which no less than thirty shots 
were fired, Call Officers J. W. Bar 
field and Weyman F. Anderson, of the 
Atlanta police department, were wound- 
ed, and Leonard Gaines, a negro wagon 
driver, was killed, when the latter at- 
tempted to evade arrest at the hands of 


the policemen in the rear of 48 Rhodes!

Both policemen were 
wounded before they managed to grap- 

le with him. Policeman Barfield shot 
him several times, killing him almost 


instantly. 
When help arrived on the scene it 


was found that the negro was shot four 
times, once in the back, once in the face 
and twice about the body. His body 
was turned over to relatives. 

Negro Had Advantage. 

“The negro had all advantage of us,” 
said .Anderson, “being completely 
shielded by the side of the door while 
we grappled with him. It was only 
luck or Providence that kept his bullets 
from badly wounding or killing us, 

“TI believe that the negro was badly 
wounded from a bullet tin the back re- 
ceived while he was running around the 
house and that he was trying to kill 
both of us before he was obliged to 
give up. 

The wounded officers are among the 
most popular members of the Atlanta 
force. They have both been on the 
force for several years and have many 
friends who will be interested in their 
recovery. Officer Anderson has had 
several close calis, having been dan- 
gerously wounded by a negro about a 
year ago. 

Both policemen were later in the 
night released from the hospital, but 
due to the fact that Officer Barfield’s 
wound gave him some little trouble he

ASK ENFORCEMENT 
OF TRAFFIC LAWS 


Speeding and _= Reckless 
Driving of Automobiles 
Scored at Meeting Held by 
Public Safety Committee. 


The public safety committee of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, at a 
meeting Friday afternoon, took steps 
to bring about the strict and continu- 
ous enforcement of traffic regulations, 
especially insofar as they regulate 
speeding and reckless driving by au- 
tomobilists. Resolutions were adopted 
directing President Ivan E. Allen, of 
the chamber of commerce, to appoint a 
special committee of three to take up 
with the city authorities the matter 
of the enforcement of the traffic regu- 


lations. 


The committee also received the res- 
ignation of Mell R. Wilkinson as chair- 
man of the committee, but: no action 
was taken. Mr. Wilkinson's resigna- 
tion was tendered because his re- 
cent attachment to the office of the 
secretary of agriculture will keep him 
in Washington practically all of the 
time. Mr. Wilkinson did not resign aa 
a member of the committee. 

The action of the committee in seek- 
ing to bring about a rigid enforcement 
of the traffic regulations was taken 
upon the receipt of a letter from Dr. 
L. Sage Hardin, a prominent Atlanta 
Physician, who inclosed a clipping from 
The Constitution, giving an account of 
the killing of Carmen Quinn, 8-year- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. F. 
Quinn, of 35 Pulliam street, by a negro 
truck driver on Washington street, last 
week. 

Dr. Hardin stated that his experi- 

ence in driving a car for fourteen years 
convinced him that such accidents are 
practically impossible except through 
reckless driving. He offered to con- 
tribute $25 for the prosecution of the 
gl of the car that killed the little 
girl. 
Several members of the committee 
gave their observations upon the in- 
creasing recklessness of automobile 
drivers, pointing out particularly the 
inclination to drive past a standing 
street car before all the passengers 
have alighted and the car has again 
started, thus endangering the lives of 
pedestrians alighting, children and old 
oy in particular. 

The committee to be appointed by 
the president of the chamber of com- 
merce is to take this matter up with 
the city authorities and the police de- 

rtment and insist upon a close watch 
or violators and upon severe punish- 
ment in cases of conviction.

MAPS AND BLUE PRINTS 
SENT ATLANTA CHAMBER 


One of Several Sites, Near 
Gate City Will Undoubted- 
ly Be Chosen, Congress- 
man Is Told.

Washington, September 28.—(Spe- 


cial.)—-From what could be learned here 


today, Atlanta has apparently won her 
fight for the location of a big aviation 
field, with an expenditure of a large 
amount of money, and with not less 
than 1,000 men to be placed there at the 
beginning, to be increased from time 
to time, 

Signal corps authorities today for- 
warded to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce blue prints, maps and other 
data concerning the several sites which 
have been under consideration there, 
with the understanding that one of 
these would be selected as soon as cer- 
tain formalities have been perfected by 
the Atlanta authorities. 

Exact Site Not Known. 

As soon as this information was se- 
cured by The Constitution correspond- 
ent, efforts were immediately begun to 
ascertain which of the sites had been 
recommended, but Congressman How- 
ard and others, who are deeply inter- 
ested in the matter, were unable to get 
this information. 

They were told what the maps re- 
ferred te and other data had been sent 
to Atlanta and that this means one 
of the Atlanta sites will doubtless im- 
mediately be chosen. Those maps sent 
to Atlanta today should be received by 


the chamber of commerce tomorrow. 

Asked the direct question whethe: 
or not this meant that the aviation 
field would be located near Atlanta, 
Congressman Howard said that in his 
opinion it did. 

Permanent Headquarters. 

In securing this aviation field At- 
lanta will take another long step ina 
progressive way. 

Not Onfy this, but everything of the 
kind which is» secured for Atlanta 
means that that city is just that much 
nearer being sure of being made a 
permanent war headquarters after the 
war ends. 

It is impossible to even estimate 
what the location of this aviation field 
means to Atlante, except to say that 
practically every other city of any im- 
portance in the south has tried to 
get it. 


Chamber Committee Alds. 


Plans are now going ahead for a 
survey of the aviation site in Gwin- 
nett county which was proposed to the 
war department by J. R. Smith, of At- 
lanta, and within ten days or two 
weeks the full information regarding 
the site will be in the hands of the 
government authorities. 

At a meeting of the public safety 
committee Friday afternoon, Mr. 
Smith appeared before the committee 
and went over the status of the nego- 
tiations for the establishment of the 
camp, and asked the committee for 
$500 to assist in making surveys and 
gathering other information and data 
about the site for the government. 

Mr. Smith has closed an agreement 
with the J. B. McCrary company to 
make a topographical survey of the 
site and gather other similar details. 
Smith himself has put up part of 
for this undertaking.

One Colored Regiment 
Will Be Organized to a 
Strength Approximately 
of 3,755 Men. 


ALABAMA AND TENNESSEE 
| TO SEND NEGROES LATER 


Officers at Camp Gordon to 
Organize Ten Training 
Battalions at a Strength of 
622 Men and Three at a 
Strerigth of 1,035 Men. 


Latest official advices received at 
Camp Gordon indicate that a regiment 
of negro troops numbering about 3,755 
men will be organized around the mid- 
dle of October, during which time ne- 
gro selectmen to a total strength of 17 
Per cent of Georgia's entire quota of 
approximately 18,000 troops will be or- 
dered into camp as part of the national 
army. 

Negro selectmen in Tennessee and 
Alabama have been ordered held until 
further notice, but orders have been 
issued through the office of the adju- 
tant general of Georgia for the move- 
ment of Georgia negroes beginning Oc- 
tober 3. 

No reason is given either at Camp 
Gordon or at the office of the adjutant 
general for the delay in ordering the 
Alabama and Tennessee negroes into 
camp. 


Training Battalions. 

In addition to the negro regiment, 
officers at.Camp Gordon are expecting 
to organize ten training battalions. at 
a strength of about 622 men each, and 
three training battalions at a strength 
approximating 1,035 men each at the 
same time. 

These battalions are to be composed 
of white selectmen drawn from arrivals 
in the next quota. In the meantime 
white selectmen will continue to be re- 
ceived from these states until quotas 
have been completed. It ig expected 
that practically all of these men will 
have arrived by October T5, although 
it is not stated at Camp Gordon division 
headquarters the white men necessary 
to bring the organizations at the can- 
tonment to their prescribed strength 
will be received. : 

All regiments of the Eighty-second 
division are to be brought to minimum 
strength before other organizations are 
assigned men. The general order in 
which men are to be assigned is as fol- 
lows: Infantry regiments in numerical 
order, artillery in the same order, 307th 
engineers next, machine gun battalions 
in numerical order, headquarters trains 
last,

All interests apparently reasoned that 
while the weather was dry and the dirt road- 
bed hard there was no need for improve- 
ment; but now, after two days of rainfall, 
the hard road-bed has become a quagmire, 
vehicles are bogged and traffic had to be 
stopped! 

Somebody now has got to do something— 
what, we do not profess to know; but 
something. 

That the cantonment can be permitted 
to remain isolated from a city of 200,000 
population, with but little more than ten 
miles separating them, simply because of 
muddy roads, is not to be thought of for a 
moment. ‘ 

If the roads are impassable after only 
two days’ rain, just at the beginning of the 
fall season, what will be their condition 
during the winter season after weeks of 
rainfall-such as may be expected!

IT HAS COME TO STAY. 


Reports from the heavier cotton-produc- 
ing counties of Georgia are all to the effect 
that the cotton crop for 1917 will run consid- 
erably less than that of 1916, yét the farm- 
ers of those counties never experienced more 
prosperous conditions than they are enjoy- 
ing now! 

“The reduced yield,’ says The Constitu- 
tion’s Albany correspondent, in a brief anal- 
ysis of the cotton situation in southwestern 
Georgia— 

“igs due less to what the boll weevil has 
done than to the cutting down of cotton 
acreage. There are hundreds of farmers 
in this section who planted no cotton at 
all this year, and others who put in not 
more than five acres to the plow. Not 
one farmer in a hundred planted as much 
cotton as he did last year.” 

That is the point: The farmers of the 
cotton belt have learned the folly of hazard- 
ing a full season’s returns in one staple. 
They are instead raising part cotton and 
part corn, velvet beans, yams, peanuts, etc., 
and more live stock than ever before in 
southern’ history. They have learned that, 
especially in the face of the weevil menace, 
it ig imprudent to stake all on cotton. 

So, notwithstanding the reduced cotton 
yield, this will be the banner year as to 
monetary returns from farm crops, for, as 
the correspondent goes on to say— 

“But other crops have turned out well, 


and the farmer who 4s not in better 
sh this fall than he has been in ears 
the ex tion. As a class, farmers of 
southweste Georgia owe less money 
than they ever owed. They have met 
their obligations promptly, have comfort- 
able balances in bank, and much of the 
geason’s harvest is yet to be sold. Prices, 
Rave been almost unprecedentedly high 
for cotton and cotton seed, and peanuts, 
hay, live stock and grain will all be sold 
for record prices.” 


Money in rural Georgia commercial cen- 
ters, he winds up by declaring, is “so plen- 
tiful that it gets in the way in the banks!”’ 

In similar vein writes our Bainbridge cor- 
respondent, who says that while the boll 
weevil has done “seemingly less damage 
this year than last, the acreage (in cotton) 
was so greatly reduced to accommodate food

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crops that a much smaller yield will be 
made.

as soon as the cotton crop is marketed 
peanuts will be put on sale, and these 
will be followed by the corn and meat 
crops of the county, giving Decatur coun- 
ty almost a continuous market season 
from August to January.” 

There is no section within the temperate 
zone that by nature is more readily adapta- 
ble to crop diversification than that in which | 
we are living; and; while it has taken years | 
of preaching and propaganda to bring about | 
anything like a general adoption of a system 
of diversified farming, this year is certainly 
vindicating the prediction of its advocates. 
And it is safe to'predict furthermore that 
the farmers of Georgia, having demonstrated 
what diversification can accomplish, will 
never revert to the one-crop policy. 


HIGH COTTON HELPS ALL. 


During the cotton embargo debate in the 
United States senate a few days ago it was 
charged that the recent slump in the’ price 
of cotton was attributable in large part to 
“unfair cotton manufacturers” who, it was 
argued, welcome low-priced cotton as a 
means of increasing their own profits. 

The history of the cotton industry and a 
comparison of raw cotton prices with mill- 
men’s profits affords the’ best possible refu- 
tation of such a charge. 

Cotton is one industry in which the 
higher the price of the raw material the 
more the manufacturer makes; which is 
proven by the fact that the profits of a cot- 
ton mill can be absolutely measured by the 
prices. of raw cotton—just as the tempera- 
ture of the atmosphere can be measured by 
a thermometer. 

We have but to recall that when cotton 
struck its memorable low ebb a few years 
ago the cotton mills barely paid their way, 
some failing entirely, and others passing 
through a long non-dividend-paying period, 
from which some have not yet recovered. 

It is-an axiomatic fact that cotton mill 
men ag a whole infinitely prefer that the 
farmers get the benefits of high-priced cot- 
ton, not only they know that high-priced | 
cotton means general prosperity and thereby 
indirectly benefits them, but more particu- 
larly because high-priced cotton means bet- 
ter returns to the mill men than low-priced 
cotton. 

It is all very fine for demagogues, who 
are continually engaged in arraying class | 
against class, to attack the mills and make | 
it appear as though the mill operators are | 
trying to drive cotton down in price so that 
they can buy on a cheap cotton market and 
sell on a high products market, pocketing 
the difference. But the. answer to which 
there can be no reply—is found in the fact 
that the lower the price of cotton the less 
has been the profits of the milis, and the 
higher the price of cotton the better are the 
results for the manufacturers. 

Hon. Seaton Grantland, of Griffin, one of 
Georgia’s foremost cotton manufacturers, 
correctly expresses the situation as follows: 


No longer ago than today I heard the 
president of the largest cotton mill In 
Griffin say that he would be glad to 6ee 
the price of cotton go back to 25 cents. 
: . | have some interest in cotton mills 
and yet have always rejoiced (as is well 
known) when prosperity knocks at the 
farmer's door. I can say further that 
there is no fight between the farmer and 
the mills, for the mills have made their 
largest profits when cotton was at its 
highest prices. 


It is all very well to rail against the man- | 
ufacturer’s “greed,” his “selfishness,” and 
his carelessness for the farmer’s welfare; 
but it can have no weight with thoughtful 
men in the face of history, statistics and 
reason—all of which prove conclusively that 
when cotton is high farmers and mill men 
prosper alike, and when it is low all suffer 
proportionately. 


HAPPY OUTLOOK FOR THE JEWS. 


The splendid manner in which the Jews 
have responded to the calis of need since 
the war began more than three years ago, 
and the heights to which they have arisen 
in making sacrifices and donations for the 
relief of Jewish sufferers in the war Zone, 
have elicited the admiration of the world. 
And in helping their own people they have 
at the same time been exceedingly liberal 
in helping every call of humanity. 

On October 28 a national special assem- 
bly of the Jews will be held in New York 
for the purpose of devising ways and means 
to reach the $10,000,000 goal for Jewish re- 
lief, set for the current year, and which, 
judging from all indications, will easily be 
realized. 

AS a race the Jews have been oppressed 
practically in all parts of Europe for centu- 
ries, and even in Great Britain the ban has 
been lifted but a few decades. 

Now it looks as if one of the outstanding 
certain developments of the war, when once 
it is over, will be that, viewing the matter 
from a world-wide standpoint, the Jews will 
have acquired a position which intolerance 
has denied them for hundreds of years— 
except in the United States, where he has 
always shared the full responsibilities of 
citizenship.

Sweden’s Armed Strength 
Totals Half Million Men 


A. 


The National Geographic Society issues 
the following bulletin on Sweden’s army and 
navy: 

“Like practically all European countries, 
the military system of Sweden is based pri- 
marily on universal service, but there is also 
the nucleus of a professional military or- 
ganization which serves as a training corps 
for the men who are called to the colors 
each year and who are liable to service for 
@ period extending over 23 years—from 20 
to 42 years of age inclusive. 

“The first division in the universal serv- 
ice scheme is known as the first ‘uppbad’ or 
category, and is for eleven years; the second 
is for four years, and the last (the landstorm 
or reserves) is for eight years. The first 
period of training for the infantry is 250 
days; for the cavalry, field and heavy horse 
artillery 281 days, and for the coast artil- 
lery, garrison and engineers 295 days. 

“The peace strength in 1915 was given as 
22,500 in the volunteer enlistment branch and 
58,500 conscripts. 

“The total military enrollment in Sweden 
is 486,000 from a total population of 6,500,000, 
residing in an area about equal to the com- 
bined areas of Colorado and Oklahoma. 

“The army is equipped with Mauser rifles, 
while the artillery weapon is a 7.5 centimeter 
Krupp quick-firing gun. 

“Sweden's naval strength is not partic- 
ularly formidable. Of its sixteem principal 
warships, some of which date as far back 
at thirty years ago, only three have a dis- 
placement of as much as 7,100 tons. These 
three are thoroughly modern, however, the 
Sverige’s keel being laid down in 1912, while 
the Gustav V. and Drottning Wictoria, be- 
gun in 1915, had not been completed at the 
beginning of this year. All three of these 
vessels are similarly armed, with four 11- 
inch guns and eight 6-ingh rifles. Their 
speed is 22.5 knots, ode ot by engines 
having an indicated horsepower of 20,000. 

“The auxiliary Swedish warships include 
eight destroyers, five torpedo gunboats of 
ancient lineage, thirty-three torpedo boats 
and fourteen submarines. The active naval 
personnel is about 6,000 officers and men. 

‘The Royal Coast artillery is a branch 
of Sweden’s military service numbering 1,600 
officers and men. 

“For 1917 Sweden's budget for her army 
amounted to nearly $30,000,000, while her na- 
val appropriation for the year approximated 
$12,000,000. 

“Up to sixteen years ago there was in 
Sweden ‘a peculiar branch of the military 
establishment known as the Indelta, consist- 
ing of both infantry and cavairy. Members of 
the Indelta lived in various parts of the 
country and in many instances had their 
quarters provided for them. This was a gur-

ATLANTA RESERVE BANK BEGINS 
DISTRIBUTION OF LIBERTY BONDS 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta yes- 
terday began distribution of between $58,000,- 
000 and $59,000,000 worth of Liberty Bonds of 
the first issue. The bank has received the 
bonds from the United States treasury de- 
partment at Washington and it is distributing 
them to individual banks throughout thie 
State, Florida and Alabama for redistribu- 
tion to individual purchasers. 

The work will take several days to finish, 
because ,of the enormous number of bonds 
that have to be handled. A large majority 
of subscriptions to the original $2,000,000,000 
issue came in orders for bonds of $50 and 
$100 denominations and it has been neces- 
Sary to press into service a number of extra 
clerks s0 that the entire allotment may be 
distributed to the purchasera as quickly as 
possible. In a few days it is expected that 
thousands who subscribed to the govern- 
ment’s first war loan will know what a Lib- 
erty Bond looks like and how it feels to have 
actual possession of one. 

The reserve bank in this district largely 
Over-subsecribed its allotment of the first 
war loan. The original apportionment was 
$49,000,000. The proportion of the next is- 
sue of $3,000,000,000 to be sold in this dis- 
trict beginning on October 1, has not yet 
been announced, but in financial circles yes- 
terday it was agreed that the figure will be 
put at about $90,000,000. 

Those who know are advising holders of 


the original 3% per cent bonds, for whieh 
they subscribed last spring, to hold on to the 
bonds instead of rushing to exchange them 
for the new issue, which will carpy 4 per 
cent. ~ Liberty Bond holders have the privi- 
lege of exchange, but it is pointed out that 
a bund bearing 3% per cent interest and not 
subject to tax is a better investment than one 
bearing 4 per cent, which is taxable. 

That the government plans to tax the 
new bonds became known in financial cir- 
cles Friday. The small bondholder will not 
be hit, however. It is the government's in- 
tention to place what it calls a “super tax” 
on bonds held in large quantities and those 
held by persons whose income exceeds about 
$5,000 a year. 

It was pointed out that large investors 
will not want to subscribe for big amounts of 
the new 4 per cent issue if they can get hold 
of bonds of the first loan, despite the fact that 
the interest percentage is lower on the orig- 
inal bonds than on those soon to be issued. 
The @gifference in interest, it was shown, will 
more than be “eaten up” by the proposed “su- 
per tax.” ‘ 

Hence, bankers admit, the bonds of the 
original issue will more than likely go at a 
premium -very shortly and will yield the 
small investor sufficient interest return to 
permit him to sell his holdings and go into 
the market and subscribe for the new 4 per 
cent bonds.

WEEK-END HEADACHE. 


A short time ago we urged the advisa- 
bility of week-ends in bed for persons 
Physically impaired. Some of our religious 
friends waxed eloquent in condemning this 
nefarious practice, because the great trouble 
with America today is that people are glad 
to spend the week-end anywhere but in 
church. Far be it from us to Suggest any- 
thing immoral in this column. But the 
week-end headache is not always immoral. 
Sometimes it really occurs. 

There is no particular type of headache 
which is characteristic of eye-strain. Yet 
there are a lot of people who have a regu- 
lar week-end headache and many of these 
periodic headaches are attributable to a 
combination of causes, one of which is an 
orgy of Sunday reading, and another is ir- 
regular hours of sleeping and eating on Sun- 
day. 

Eyestrain is 60 common nowadays that 
Pessimists assume the human eye must be 
deteriorating.

Strain which caused no trouble prior to the 
days of Theda Bara.

See 
that her feet are warmly clothed and a 
light knitted thood and cape for head and 
shoulders. Light covers rather than heav. 
ones. Let her sleep between blankets, and 
always put a big jug of hot water in the 
bed at night. She will sleep warm, and 
wake bright, and get well. If all this seerns 
radical, then I can only say that it is a vast 
Improvement over coddling and worthless 
cough medicine. 


Tonsillectomy and the Singing Voice. 


Is it liable to injure the voice of a singer 
to have both tonsils completely removed by 
a good throat specialist? Some people say 
it is sure to hurt the singing voice, while 
others who have had the operation assure 
me their voice was better afterward. (H.) 

ANSWER-—Skilfully done, the operation 
generally improves the singing voice, most 
cases showing an increase of from half to 
a full tone. Occasionally, even in the best 
hands, the pillars of the throat are un- 
avoidably injured, and subsequent scar for- 
mation may impair the singing voice. A 
special analysis of 5,000 cases with regard 
to the effects upon the voice convinced 
Vorhees that there need be no special] fear 
of bad results today.

Members of Chamber 
Pledge Assistance in “Con- 
servation Week” After 
Hearing Address From

Dr. R. H. Viser. 


Méihbers of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Friday night pledged their 
individual aid to the .national govern- 
ment in its food conservation campaign 
for Georgia during the week beginning 
October 21. In that week every house- 
holder in the entire state will be per- 
sonally visited and invited to pledge 
themselves to a conservation program 
for the seven days as part of the great 
national movement during the same pe- 
riod to impress upon. every American 
the importance of conserving the food 
supply of the United States, if the “war 
for democracy” is to be won. 

The membership council of the or- 
ganization was addressed Friday night 
by Dr. R. H. Viser, representing Food 
Administrator Hoover, who made a re- 
markably strong address emphasiz- 
ing the importance of conservation. He 
told of conditions in European coun- 
tries now at war and pointed out the 
importance of backing up the Ameri- 
can armies soon to be in foreign serv- 
ice by shipments abroad of all sorts of 
foodstuffs. 

Dr. Viser spoke of Germany’s re- 
sources and the conservation plans that 
have been under way there for years. 
He reiterated President Wilson's re- 
peated declarations that the great war 
will be won by Amefca on “a food 
basis” and pleaded f the patriotic 
eid of every Georgian in the government 
propaganda to educate the American 
people to conserve foods wherever pos- 
Bib)». 

Dr. Viser explained that through the 

state council of defense there is being 
worked out a systematic plan to bring 
the “conservation message” to every 
household and he asked, and received, 
a pledge of hearty co-operation on the 
part of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
_Ivan Allen, president of the chamber 
of commerce, stressed the point that 
“bread, and not lead bullets, will win 
th. war,’ and gave assuranee to Dr. 
Viser that Atlanta and Georgia will do 
everything ‘humanly possible to fur- 
ther the national government in any 
undertaking in its war program.” 

J. K. Orr and the Rev. J. 8. Lyons 
also spoke and pledged co-operation in 
the big conservation prograrn.

UNDER INDICTMENT 


Nation-wide Plot to Ham- 
per Government—W. D. 
Haywood One of Those 
Indicted. 


Chicago, September 28.—Formal re- 
turh of a blanket indictment charging 
a nation-wide conspiracy to hamper the 
government during the war, was made 
today in the United States district court 
hese against 166 leaders of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World. 

Arrests speedily followed the return. 
Almost before the court proceedings 
had reached the state of the discharge 
of the jury, deputy marshals were on 
their way to the local Industrial Work- 
ers of the World headquarters in auto- 
mobiles, donated and driven by women, 
and quickly returned to the federal 
building bringing prisoners with them. 
In the first hour thirty-five men were 
thus haled into the marshal’s office 
and later were questioned by investiga- 
tors for the department of justice. 
Among the first to be taken in cus- 
tody was William D. Haywood, secre- 
tary of the national organization of 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
who was questioned September 6 when 
the headquarters of the Industrial 
Workers of the World in various cities 
were raidad by the government. 

Women Drove the Autos. 

The arrests followed hurried dispatch 
of deputy marshals from: the federal 
building. The deputies jumped into au- 
tomobiles donated and driven by Chi- 


cagz0 Women and the prisoners were 
brought back to the United States mar- 
Shal’s office in the same machines. 

An explanatory statement issued by 
the government attorneys who have di- 
rected the investigation of the seditious 
conspiracy, the crime of which men 
named in the indictments are accused, 
said: 

“The prosecutions are under sections 
6, 19 and 37 of the criminal code, and 
under the espionage act. Only leaders 
in conspiracies or those personally cul- 
pable in connection with the perpetua- 
tion of crimes against the United 
States are included as defendants.” 
To permit the sure arrest of the in- 
dicted men, no hint of their names was 
permitted to escape during the court 
proceedings, which occupied only a few 
minutes and consisted of a statement 
from the foreman of the federal grand 
jury that its labors had been completed, 
the handing of a bulky sheaf of indict- 
ments to the clerk of the court, and a 
few words from Judge Evans thanking 
the jurors for their sacrifice of time 
and effort. 


Only I, W. W. Men Indicted. 


None but members of the lL W. W. 
was named in the {ndictments, the gov- 
ernment attorneys taking pains to 
specify that no others were touched. 
District Attorney Clyne was assisted 
by William C. Fitts, assistant United 
States attorney general, and two as- 
Sistants to the attorney general. 
Commenting on the fact that the in- 
dictment was afmed at none but I. W. 
W. members, Mr. Fitts gave this defi- 
nition of the Il. W. W.: 

“The l. W. W. differs from socialists 
and from every form of legitimate la- 
bor organization. The Il. W. W. is a de- 
generate; its doctrine is treachery 
built on the teachings of the employ- 
ment of secret and covert destructive 
methods intended to wreck the employ- 
er and, through destruction of produc- 
tion and transportation, disable soci- 
ety and the government itself. The ob- 
ject at this time being to render the 
enemy stronger and our dear country 
weak in the resistance of that 
strength.” 

Mr. Clyne said: 

“The astounding feature which stands 
out at the conclusion of the investiga- 
tiof and which is well calculated to 
make patriotic persons shudder’ with 
alarm is found in the disclosure of the 
number of men enjoying the protection 
of the government who are so far un- 
mindful of social duties and obligations 
as to openly advocate the most vicious 
forms of sabotage, particularly in in- 
dustries engaged in furnishing war mu- 
nitions.

Men Failing to Report

Rewards Are Offered 


Governor Dorsey on Friday recelved 
a telegram from Pr8vost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder declaring all men who 
have failed to respond to instructions 
to report for military service to be de- 
serters and asking the state’s adgsist- 
ance in rounding up such men for court- 
martial. The provost marshal general 
authorized a reward of $50 for every 
such deserter delivered to the military 
authorities. 

The telegram from the provost mar- 
shal general in part is as follows: 

“It is highly desirable from every stand- 
point that efforts now be made to round 
up all persons who are delaying to report 
for military service. It is thought that if 
the fact of reward is given the widest 
publicity we shall have a great force of po- 
lice officers and even of individuals in- 
terested in bringing such delinquents under 
military control.

HEELIN AND NORTON 
FIGHT IN THE HOUSE 


Congressmen Come to 
Blows About Heflin’s 
Charge That Some of His 
Colleagues Acted “Suspi- 
ciously.”

Washington, September 28.—Hot de- 
bate, culminating in a physical en- 
counter between Representatives Hef- 
lin, of Alabama, and Norton, of North 
Dakota, was precipitated in the house 
today by a report from the rules com- 
mittee that it had decided not to act on 
any of the various resolutions for an 
inquiry into whether members of con- 
gress have been influenced by Ger- 
man money. 

At adjournment tonight the two bil- 
ligerents were clamoring for opportu- 
nity to address the house and other 
members who want an @nquiry were 
striving to have one ordered in spite 
of the committee’s report. Discussion 
will be resumed tomorrow with de- 
mands from both sides of the house 
for investigation of Mr. Heflin’s charges 
that several members have not acted 
loyally. 

Chairman Pcu explained in submit- 
ting the rules committee report that 
an inquiry would interfers with sweep- 
ing investigation of the us@%f German 
money now being made by the depart- 
ment of justice. He said Representa- 
tive Heflin had not reflected on the in- 
tegritvy of any member of the house 
and had spoken in the heat of debate. 
Some loud groans greeted the latter 
statement. tepresentative Britten, of 
Illinois, who has bgen criticised by Mr. 
Heflin for introducing a measure to 
exempt German-Americans from mili- 
tary service, shouted that a resolution 
to expel Heflin should be considered im- 
mediately. 

In the midst of the storm Represent- 
ative Steenerson, of Minnesota, switch- 
ed the discussion to other business and 
thenceforth, eave for the few minutes 
in which Heflin and Norton had their 
near fight, the subject was not broach- 
ed until just before adjournment. 

How Clash Started. 

The clash started during a lull! in 
the proceedings after Norton had been 
refused time t@ reply to reports that 
Heflin had said he was disloyal. It 
came most unexpectedly to the fifty or 
more members present. 

After failing to get the floor Norton 
went through the republican side 
the back of the house and 
down the democratic side until he faced 
Heflin, who was seated at a table 
writing. Neifher man greeted the other, 
but after gazing steadily at Heflin for 
a moment, Norton spoke: 

“Did you ever say at any time or 
give out any report to anyone that I 
was disloyal in this war?” he asked. 

“Ne, I did not,” Heflin replied. 

There was a moment's silence during 
which Norton continued to glare at 
Heflin, who still was seated.

hoever would a thought that? Only 
two years ago and Jackson was rated 
by many as almost the equal of Cobb. 
Today the figures show that the White 
Sox fading star is not nearly:as good 
& man, for the purposes of a world's 
series, as is the speedy left flelder of 
the Giants. 

is may daze Chicago fans a trifle, 
because some of us are inclined to 
value ball players on their reputations 
and on their advertised accomplish- 
ments. But the figures prove it—they 
prove that Burns not only outhits 
Jackson, but makes quite as many ex- 
tra base hits; that he steals more than 
twice as many bases, although with a 
non base rufining club, while his ri- 
val is with a club that is ag egy 2 in 
number of steals. We know he is fast- 
er on the bases, that he covers more 
ground in the outfield and that he can 
hold his own in a throwing duel. Also, 
in the matter of thinking, it is evident 
that he can give Joe two brain revo- 
lutions the start and beat him to a 
given thought. 

Jackson Still Big Factor. 


Jackson, however, has not gone back 
to the extent some of the fans imagine. 
He is not playing the same kind of 
baseball he did with Cleveland. In 
some ways he is a much better ball 
player than he was when he was hit- 
ting up near the head of the league. 
Nor should he be disgruntled when 
rated below his rival, for it is quite 
an honor to figure even close to Burns. 
This fellow Burns was a good play- 

when he broke into the big tent. 
studious, a thinker, he has im- 
proved steadily. If given the choice 
of all the National league outfielders, 
Burns would be first choice of the ma- 
jority of managers. He is great in 
many departments of the game, and at 
his best in thinking and in the brain 
part. He can think and execute, both 
in the fleld and on the attack. 

It is a hard proposition to calculate 
the values of and to compare two lay- 
ers of such different types. It Is as 
hard, almost, as comparing a truck 
and a racing auto. I have experienced 
much trouble in figuring the values of 
these men for the series. It is a big 
problem as to how Burns will hit 
against Cicotte, as he has never faced 
a pitcher like him. It is a bigger 
question as to how well Jackson can 
do against Schupp and Sallee. It is 
my judgment that we can cancel them 
against each other on_ those items. 
Neither will hit much with those pitch- 
ers working. 

Good Left-Hander Stops Them All. 

Let me digress a moment: We hear, 
constantly, how left-handed batters hit 
left-handed pitchers. They do, some- 
times, but a good left-hander, going 
right, stops ALL left-handed batters. 
The White Sox have not hit left-hand- 
ed pitching well this season. Jackson 
has hit fairly well, and his_ record 
against left-handers shows well, until 
it is studied. He has crippled three of 
them. but when they are good, he stops 
batting. 

There is another item we must con- 
sider and one that stands out in strik- 
ing relief in Jackson's record. A left- 
hander may fool him three times in 
succession, make him look foolish, and 
the fourth time he will be liable to 
crown that old gourd and drive it 
against a far wall. Jackson’s batting 
i like that. As a batter he reminds 
me of Fitzsimmons as a fighter. The 
further gone he looked, the more dan- 
gerous was his punch It is so with 
Joe. He packs a terrific wallop and 
one that he is liable to cut loose any 
time. It behooves the New York pitch- 
ers not to get careless when pitching 
to him or some of the spectators, a 
block outside the grounds, may get 
hurt. 

There are traditions regarding Jack- 
son that have been related to the 
Giants. If they are relying upon them 
they are foolish. Jackson is not the 
game ball player he was in Cleveland. 
He has more get-up, less of the hook- 
worm stvle, and he has played the 
game for the White Sox this season 
better than we had hoped after watch- 
ing him last year. 

“There With the Wallop.” 

His slump in hitting has been largely 
due to the fact that he has been hit- 
ting for the team rather than for Joe. 
He is not, and never will be, a fine 
ished or brainy ball plaver, and his 
weakness at bunting and at any kind

pitching. He hits a third strike as 
hard as he: does his first, and he has 
a rather uncanny _—— of calling the 
turn. The pitcher who gets himself 
into a hole pitching to Jackson is in 
serious trouble. 

He has scored moreruns per hit this 
season than he usually does, and has 
run the bases better, although that 
is not much of a boast. The _— 
of his run-getting, as compared wit 
that of Burns, is a surprise. He has 
made fewer hits than urns, yet has 
scored almost as many runs. His lower 
average is due to the fact he has not 
had as many bases on balls. This is 
not so much to his discredit, for Burns 
is an excellent waiter, and New York 
plays that waiting game far better 
and with far more consistency than the 
White Sox. 

Jackson can throw, he covers ground 
well, and his way of retrieving balls 
hit down the left field line is an im- 
provement over the work of any left 
fielder the Sox have had in —— years, 
I made a record of all the hits that 
went down the left field line this sea- 
son on the Sox park, and compared it 
with the record of 1915. It would 
seem that Jackson has reduced the 
number of triples by about fourteen, 
and has held many runners to singles 
on such hits which, in 1914 and 19165, 
were triples or home runs. It is an 
indication that he is hustling as never 
before. 

Burns Ideal Outfelder. 

Burns ig the finished, thinking and 
speedy ‘yRe of-player who has im- 
proved with experience and is now 
near the top of his game. He was not 
reckoned on as a .300 hitter nor as 
a clean-up type of hitter, yet this sea- 
son he has been both, and on top of 
that a good waiter and a clever man 
wg and working with runners, 
which Jackson is not. 

He is almost my ideal of an out- 
flelder, playing batters with good judg- 
ment, making hig plays without show 
or fuss, an throwing to the right 
spot in almost every instance, another 
thing that cannot be said for Jackson, 
who has a habit of shooting hard and 
fast. Jackson, on strength of arm 
alone, can beat Burns a trifle on the 
throw to the plate, and he whips the 
pill up to the rubber with terrific 
speed... There was a me this season 
when his throw seeméd to lose some 
of its power, but during the recent 
weeks he has been throwing as if it

here is yet another thing that you 
must remember in comparing these 
two men; that is, that they have facea 
entirely different pitching. National 
league pitching, it is true, has improved 
this season, and Burns has been com- 
pellied to face better pitching than he 
has in the last four years. Facing thig 
average betterment of pitching, he hag 
improved his batting. 

American Pitchers Excel, 

The pitchers of the American league 
AS an average, are better than those o 
the National, and the managers are, as 
a rule, quicker to change pitchers and 
stop batting. This, of course, has been 
due to the closeness of the race. Yet 
such changes cut down the batting av- 
erages of the men, because they get 
few chances during a season to maul 
easy pitching for three or four hits and 
add avoirdupois to their slugging 
records. 

What Jackson would bat in the Na- 
tional league and what Burns would hit 
in the American is a problem. I think 
Jackson would be better than a .300 
hitter against the run of mine pitching 
of the National league, unless working 
for a manager who held him to orders, 
Burns, I believe, would hit almost as 
well in one league as in the other. 

I have been compelled, in figuring on 
entire seasons, to calculate that the 
American league pitchers are 8 per cent 
Detter, on the average, than the Na- 
tional, basing the figures on actual 
performances of pitchers and batters. 
However, that does not help us in dop- 
ing the world’s series. In this we must 
figure the man’s individual prowess in 
his own league, and study what he has 
done in his own league against the 
Kind of pitching he must face in the 
coming test. It is this fact that cuts 
Jackson's figures. It reduces Burns’, 
too, but to a lesser extent, and gives 
the New Yorker a large shade the ad- 
vanlage. 

Tomorrow we will compare the cen- 
ter fielders, and as I have finished the 
comparison in figures, I am certain that 
the result will be another shock to the 
fans, ;

HENRY ZIMMERMAN, 


Third Baseman, New York Giants. 

It took Heine Zimmerman 10 
years to travel from a sand-lot 
club in the Bronx to the Giants’ 
club at the Polo grounds, only a 
couple of miles distant. But when 
he finally arrived, Heinie helped 
land a world’s record of 26 
straight wins, a pennant for his 
club and a bundle of world’s Be- 
ries kale for himself. 

The Great Zim has always 
wanted to play in New York, but 
he was obliged to dally 2 years 
with the Wilkes-Barre, Pa., club, 
where he played his first ‘pro’ 
baseball and almost 9 yeara with 
the Chicago Cubs before realiz- 
ing his wish. 

New York city gave Zim to 
baseball; and the Bronx, where 
he was born, February 10, 1886, 
and learned the rudiments of the 
game, believes Zim gave this 
year’s pennant to New York. 

The Bronx bird is the greatest 
third-sacker in the game right 
now. He has always been a long, 
hard, timely walloper, a brilliant 
mechanical flelder and has a won- 
derful throwing wing. Jimmy 
Callahan says that Jimmie Col- 
Jins is the only third-sacker he's 
ever seen who could swing ‘em 
over to first like this Giant does. 

Heine’s collective batting aver- 
age for 9 consecutive years of 
major league play is .302 and in 
1912 he massaged the old pill for 
.872. On the bases he is fair, 
but no speed merchant. His best 
base-astealing mark was earned 
last season when he annexed 24 
satchels. 

The only real weakness ever 
exhibited by Zim as a player is 
a bad case of “temperament.” He 
used to go for the umpires like 
a ticket scalper after a fan and 
was known as a hard guy to 
manage. Since coming to New 
York, however, he has laid off the 
umps and McGraw has had‘*%albso- 
lutely no trouble with him. 

Heinie is large-featured and big 
jawed and looks and is essential- 
ly aggressive. He is a shade 
under 6 feet tall, weighs 185 
pounds and is all sinew, bone 
and muscle. Zim has the requi- 
site huskiness for stopping the 
hot-shot along the third-base line 
and goes after everything. 

Next to conversing with um- 
pires, Heinie’s chief hobby is 
golfing. He used to caddy, when 
a kid, and learned the game on 
the links in New York city.

Fort Worth, Texas, September 28.— 
Edward Parsley, police commissioner, 
was shot and killed late today ‘in his 
office in the city hall here by J. K.

London, September 28.—British ship- 
ping losses since the beginning of the 
unrestricted submarine campaign last 
February now approximate the total 
losses before that period, according to 
a statement authorized the con- 
troller of shipping today. The state- 
ment indicated it was reasonable to 
expect Germany to destroy by next 
spring 200 vessels, more than could 
be built in the meantime.
